The numerals 'one' through *five' are pronominal forms. The PPx for cl. 1 is 
U-. The PPx of a nimieral always has a High tone. Special forms without a 
PPx (but with a prefixed floating High tone) are used for counting without 
reference to specific objects (see colunm 3). The use of cl. 11 forms has a

When such a phrase is used as a direct object the noun may 
also stand in the OC, but in this case a downstep in the noun is realized as a 
step from High to (almost?) Low. A numeral which qualifies a predicative 
noun is preceded by a downstep. (No principled explanations are known for 
these tonal compUcations.)
